The Trensury, In an 
nouncement today, permitted 
British .holdera of Japanese 
pre-war external bonds ly ace 
cept Japan's debt settiement 
offer to. her Amerienn and 
sritish creditors. 


Detally were also published 
today of the terms olfercd by 
Japan, 


The offer and the other an- 
nouneement merely spell out 
In technical language the debt 
settiement terms agreed in New 
York on September 26 after a 
lengthy conference. . 


‘In substance the feams ice 
that Japan Is paying up in full 
on some $430,000,000 worth of 
dolar and Stering bonds, ine 
cluding fui payment of nll 
arrears of interest, and her 
creditors for their part have 
#ranted her somu extension of 
“time in. which to do It. 


_ Foreign financial opinion has 
been very fnvourably Impressed. 
As the National City Bank: of 
“New = York has — remarked, 
“private investment in Japanesc 
industry should gain in -the 
_future through the prompt 
action of the Japanese Govern- 
ment in offering such a satis- 
factory settlement af its pre-war 
external debts.” x 
Since the agreement was 
‘reached in September, Japanese 
bonds heve attracted substantial 
yuyers. They have risen to 
high levels despite some selling, 
‘by previous speculative buyers, 
who were tnking their profits. 
Big profits have — been made 
. oon them in’ recent years, as 
prices haye soared to several 
thnes ‘the depressed levels.—

The publication of “CommoiiWwealth Co-opera- 


-tion 1952-53”—the first ¢ 
Empire businessmen — marks the 
Empire Economic Union, 
played an important part ift 
Empire trade policy during the inter-war years. 

The Union was founded in 1929 by the first 
Lord Melchett and the Rt. Hon.. L. 8S. Amery to! 
carry out studies into the problems of Empire 
trade and other matters with a view to developing 
a policy of Empire economic expansion. 


Among the most important of 
its publications during the 
following years was a serics of 
specimen trade agreements be- 
tween the United Kingdom and 
Empire countries. . Though 
differing a good deal in detail, 
they formed a basis for the 
Agreements of the 1932 Ottawa 
Conference on Empire trade, 


The importance. of the part 
played by the, Union_.in pro- 
pagating. the principles of Im- 
perial Preferctices can be judged 
from the fact that Mr R. B. 
Bennett, the then Prime Minl{s- 
ter of Canada, who presided 
over the Ottawa Conference, 
kept a bound volume of all the 
Union's publications by his side
